Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session. 


(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
. the Clerk of the House the sum of 

300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 


100. (1) AIl applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 
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(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 

103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the causes of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, On good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
10%4 inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

She shall 
call a general meeting of the persons who 
are qualified as aforesaid to vote and 
shall, at least 14 days before the date of 
the meeting send to each of the said 
persons by ordinary first-class mail a 
notice signed by her giving the date, time, 
and place of holding the meeting. The 
Returning Officer shall be chairman of the 
meeting, and, subject to the provisions of 
clause 5, shall have power to determine 
whether or not any person who desires to 
vote is qualified to do so. She shall have 
power to determine the procedure to be 
followed at the meeting and the method 
of taking the votes. Each qualified voter 
shall be entitled to cast one vote for each 
of five candidates. The Returning Officer 
shall declare the result of the election and 
shall notify the Comptroller of Water 
Rights of the said result. 

7. The candidate elected as Trustee for 
whom the greatest number of votes is 
cast at the general meeting called pursuant 
to clause 6 hereof shall hold office until 
the annual general meeting of 1981, the 
candidates elected for whom the second 
and third greatest number of votes are 
cast shall hold office until the annual 
general meeting of 1980, and the candi-

A By-law to Acquire Portions of a Right- 
of-way by Expropriation for the Use 
of The Corporation of Delta in the 
Construction, Improvement, Exten- 
sion, Alteration, Repair, Mainte- 
nance and Operation of Sewerage 
Works 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of Delta has found it 
necessary to construct, improve, extend, 
alter, repair, maintain, and operate cer- 
tain works for the collection, conveyance, 
and disposal of sewage and such works 
are to be located upon those certain lands 
and premises hereinafter described: 

And whereas, pursuant to section 
531 (4) of the Municipal Act, being 
chapter 255, R.S.B.C. 1960, as amended, 
the Municipal Council, by its servants, 
may enter upon, expropriate, break up, 
take, or enter into possession of and use 
any real or personal property in any way 
necessary or convenient, for any of the 
purposes mentioned in this section, with- 
out the consent of the owners of the real 
or personal property, but subject to Divi- 
sion (4) of Part XII and the works here- 
inbefore referred to are included in the 
said section: 

Therefore, the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of Delta, in open meet- 
ing assembled, enacts as follows: 

1. This by-law may be cited for all 
purposes as “Delta (Trunk Road Sewer 
Force Main) Right-of-Way Expropriation 
By-law No. 2817, 1978”. 

2. Pursuant to section 531 (4) and sub- 
ject to the provisions of Division (4) of 
Part XII of the Municipal Act, Chapter 
255, R.S.B.C. 1960, as amended, the 
Municipal Council of The Corporation of 
Delta is hereby authorized to enter upon, 
expropriate, break up, take, or enter into 
possession of and use, and does hereby 
expropriate a right-of-way, in the form 
hereunto annexed and made part of this 
by-law, for sewerage works, the following 
described real property lying and being 
in the Municipality of Delta, in the Prov- 
ince of British Columbia, and being more 
particularly known and described as all 
that portion of Lot 51 of District Lot 
138, Group 2, Plan 37870, NWD, as 
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shown outlined in red and green on 
Right-of-way Plan 54665, for the purpose 
aforesaid and in accordance with the 
terms and conditions contained in the 
form of Right-of-way Agreement annexed 
hereto and made part of this by-law. 
Read a first time May 15, 1978. 
Read a second time May 15, 1978. 
Read a third time May 15, 1978. 
Reconsidered and finally adopted by 
the Municipal Council, signed by the 
Mayor and Clerk, and sealed with the 
Corporate Seal on May 29, 1978.

THIS INDENTURE, made the

AND THE CORPORATION OF DELTA, a 
Municipal Corporation under the Municipal Act 
of the Province of British Columbia, and having 
its Municipal Offices at 4450 Clarence Taylor 
Crescent, in the Municipality of Delta, in the 
Province of British Columbia (hereinafter called 
the “‘Grantee’’)

(hereinafter called the “Party of the Third 
Part’’)

WHEREAS the Grantor is the owner in fee- 
simple of that certain parcel or tract of land 
and premises situate, lying, and being in the 
Municipality of Delta, in the Province of British 
Columbia, and being more particularly known 
and described as New Westminster District 
(hereinafter referred to as the “‘said lands’): 

And whereas the Party of the Third Part joins 
herein to consent to the right-of-way in consider- 
ation of one dollar ($1), receipt whereof is 
hereby acknowledged: 

And whereas to facilitate the construction, im- 
Proving, extension, alteration, repair, mainte- 
nance, and operation of sewerage works, the 
Grantor has agreed to permit the construction 
by the Grantee of the aforementioned works on 
the said lands and to grant for that purpose 
the right-of-way hereinafter mentioned. 


NOW THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH 
that in consideration of the sum of one dollar 
($1), now paid by the Grantee to the Grantor 
(the receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged) 
and for other valuable consideration the Grantor, 
for himself, his heirs, executors, administrators, 
and assigns, does hereby give and grant unto 
the Grantee, its successors and assigns, a right- 
ofway and the full, free, and unrestricted right 
and liberty to construct and maintain the afore- 
mentioned works in, over, and upon all and 
singular that certain parcel or tract of land and 
premises situate, lying, and being in the Mu- 
nicipality of Delta, in the Province of British 
Columbia, and being more particularly known 
and described as all that portion of

54665 (hereinafter referred to as the ‘“‘said 
Right-of-way”’) : 

AND THIS INDENTURE FURTHER WIT- 
NESSETH that in consideration of the said sum 
of one dollar ($1), hereinbefore paid by the 
Grantee to the Grantor and for other valuable 
consideration the Grantor, for himself, his heirs, 
executors, administrators, and assigns, does here- 
by give and grant unto the Grantee, its succes- 
sors and assigns, the full, free, and unrestricted 
right and liberty to enter upon and use as access 
to the said Right-of-way, for the purpose of 
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constructing the aforementioned works, all and 
singular that certain parcel or tract of land and 
premises situate, lying, and being in the Mu- 
nicipality of Delta, in the Province of British 
Columbia, and being more particularly known 
and described as all that portion of 

as shown outlined in on Right-of-way 
Plan 54665: 

And for the purposes aforesaid to enter upon 
and have free and uninterrupted access at all 
times to the said Right-of-way, with or without 
workmen, vehicles, and equipment: 

And to enter upon and have free and un- 
interrupted access for the purpose of repairing, 
cleaning, and otherwise servicing the afore- 
mentioned works, placed by the Grantee upon 
the said lands: 

And it is mutually understood and agreed by 
and between the parties hereto that this Inden- 
ture shall be construed as a covenant running 
with the lands. 

TO HAVE AND TO HOLD unto the Grantee, 
its successors and assigns forever, 

The Grantor hereby agrees that for the pur- 
pose of installing the works initially the Grantee 
may enter upon those portions of the said lands 
shown outlined green on the said Right-of-way 
Plan 54665. 

THE GRANTOR HEREBY COVENANTS 
and agrees with the Grantee that the Grantor 
will not erect, place, or maintain any building, 
structure, concrete driveway or concrete patio, 
on any portion of the right-of-way: 

And that the Grantor will not do or know- 
ingly permit to be done any act or thing which 
will interfere with or injure the said works, and 
in particular will not carry out blasting on or 
adjacent to the right-of-way without the consent 
in writing of the Grantee, provided that such 
consent shall not be unreasonably withheld: 

And that the Grantor will not diminish the soil 
cover over any pipe installed in the right-of-way: 

And that the Grantor covenants and agrees 
with the Grantee that any and all chattels and 
fixtures installed by the Grantee on the said 
Right-of-way shall be and shall remain chattels, 
any rule at law to the contrary notwithstanding 
and shall belong solely and exclusively to the 
Grantee. 

THE GRANTOR COVENANTS and agrees 
to allow the Grantee, its agents and servants, to 
enter upon the said lands as aforesaid to install, 
Tepair, maintain, inspect, and service the said 
works, and shall not interfere in any way nor 
prevent any such person coming on the said 
land for such purposes. 

THE GRANTEE HEREBY COVENANTS 
and agrees with the Grantor that the Grantee 

(a) will not bury debris or rubbish of any 

kind in excavations or backfill, and will 
remove shoring and like temporary struc- 
tures as backfilling proceeds; 

(b) will thoroughly clean the site, raking up 
all rubbish and construction debris and 
leave the site in a neat and clean condi- 
tion; 
will, as soon as weather and soil condi- 
tions permit, and in so far as it is prac- 
ticable so to do, bury, maintain, repair, 
and/or replace and remove all under- 
ground works so as not to interfere unduly 
with the drainage of the land; 
will, as far as reasonably necessary, carry 
out the construction, maintenance, repair, 
and/or replacement and renewal of the 
said works in a proper and workmanlike 
manner so as to do as little injury as 
possible. 

IT IS MUTUALLY UNDERSTOOD, agreed, 
and declared by and between the parties hereto 
that the covenants herein contained shall be 
covenants running with the land and that none 
of the covenants herein contained shall be per- 
sonal or binding upon the parties hereto, save 
and except during the Grantor’s seisin or owner- 
ship of any interest in the right-of-way, and 
with respect only to that portion of the right- 
of-way of which the Grantor shall be seised or 
which he shall have an interest, but that the land 
shall, nevertheless, be and remain at all times 
charged therewith: 

And that, save as aforesaid, nothing in these 
presents shall be interpreted so as to restrict 
or prevent the Grantor from using the right-of- 
way in any manner which does not interfere 
with the security or efficient functioning of or 
unobstructed access to the said works.

A By-law to Acquire, by Expropriation, 
Real Property Required by The Cor- 
poration of the Township of Chilli- 
whack for the Purpose of Widening 
a Portion of Yale Road West 


WHEREAS The Corporation of the 
Township of Chilliwhack has found it 
necessary or convenient for the widening 
of a portion of the highway known as 
“Yale Road West” within the Munici- 
pality of Chilliwhack, to enter upon, ex- 
propriate, break up, take, or enter into 
possession of and use those parcels of real 
property hereinafter described:

Now, therefore, the Council of The 
Corporation of the Township of Chilli- 
whack in open meeting assembled, enacts 
as follows: 

1. Pursuant to section 513 (3) and 
subject to Division (4) of Part XII of 
the Municipal Act, being chapter IS, 
Revised Statutes of British Columbia, 
1960, as amended, the Council of The 
Corporation of the Township of Chilli- 
whack is hereby authorized to and does 
hereby enter upon, expropriate, break 
up, take, or enter into possession of
